Vine-dreffing. Upon our parting with fuch very dear 
Friends ieee inopeliible bet we fhould be under a great 
Concern for them ; and for fear of feeing them again,

there were any among them fit to: be General; ly Pa- 
tent, or Members of an Arbitrary Junta. In Denmark 
their Scheme had, ruin’d the Maritime Interet; and in 
Sweden, they had call’d the Abfence of their Monarch 
an bdication, and his neceffiry Abode among the 
Lurks, downright Apoftacy to Mabomet. The Dane had 
been taught to Sactifice all to his good Ally the czar ; 
the Swede been reprefented as a Pap'f, only for his 
Correfpondence with France ; and no Power or Prero- 
gative of either Crown had been fufficient to curb them 
whofe very Moderation is furious, and who, like Tops, 
would be faid to Sleep, even in the midft of their mof 
violent Agitations. . 

Suppofe they were planted in Poland; and ’tis the 
only way we can take to add to the Miferies of that 
Country : They had fhewn them the abundant Bleflinas 
of the Republican Plan, with many Additions and Im- 
provements. The State of Nature had been difplay'd 
by them in full Perfection, They had flourifh’d under 
the benign Influence of eternal Wars and frequent 


‘Changes, and enjoy’d the Titular Liberty cf being Slaves 


by turns to one another. King Avwufus’s Converfio:

fs Germany, a Country of late very heartily recom- 
miended to ts, as an evét firm and neceflary Ally to Great 
Britain, both upon account of their Religion, and extra- 
ordinary Forwardnefs to furnith their Qvota’s, a very 
{mall Colony of the Whigs would add unufual Agility to 
that heavy Machine. The Government would then 
want no fort of Diverfion, tho’ the Plague were perfeét- 
ly ceas'd, and every thing quiet in Hungary. Wars mutt 
then have been entail’d by one Generation upon an- 
other, even in defiance of Ballancing Maxims. Milan 
and Naples had been bequeath’d to the Dutch or Engi, 
asa Barrier againft the They had taught the Ger- 
mans to fight only for the fake of their Allies; and 
whilft his Jwperial Mayeffy had made himfelf merry with 
the Drums and Kertle-Drums taken in a Battle, all the 
Glory and Advantage of the Victory muft have been en- 
tirely made over to the General. The Power of makin 
Peace had been given away to Foreigners: He a 
have pufh’d the War in thofe Parts, where whatever he 
got he was to part with foon after: Every Prince, whom 
he had put to the Ban of the Empire, muft for that very 
reafon be Holiz’d by his Subjects: The diftinction be- 
tween his Elettive and Hereditary Right had been for ever 
voided and annull’d, and whenever any one had com- 
plemented him by the Name of Cefar, his own Come- 
dians had been prompted to upbraid him with the fu- 
perior Excellencies of Cato, 

In France, the Wigs had certainly adher’d to thofe 
excellent Cafuifts the Fefuits, who lately made fo home 
a Blow at the very Root and Branch both of Limsited 
and Unlimited Monarchy ; and yet at the fame time, by 
their avow'd Zeal for the Salick Lay, they had deliver’d 
the Throne from one of its greateft Blemifhes, None 
of the Royal Flatterers could have aggrandiz'd the French 
Power, more magnificently than they haye done ; or 
put the Grand Monarch in mind of a more favourable 
Opportunity to be Mafter of the World. How many 
Kings have they call’d his Viceroys, and what a glorious 
Nimrod have they made him ? Such Hugonots, fuch Pro- 
phets would be welcome ; who could make the Charch 
his Creature, and cry down all Parlsaments, when their 
Party had loft the Majority ; who would perfuade him 
that Great Britain is difpos’d to receive his Government, 
that the Pretender has a Right, and that the Succeffion is 
good, in fpight of all Renunciations and Decrees to the 
contrary. 

Were they to be tranfported to Spain, they would 
certainly join the Faithful Catalans (whofe Health is now 
the common Toaft of their _ Allies the Kit-Ca's) and 
call fighting for Change of Mafters, the Caufe of Liber- 
ty. They would renounce King Philip, tho’ he has the 
Voice of the People, and lay Spain under Blood, for 
chufing rather to be an Independent Kingdom, than a 
Province to an Univerfal Monarch of the Houfe of 


n Portugal, they would doat on Poverty, and efteem 
all Projeéts of the Brazil Trade, or new Difcoveries in 
the Indies, as Publick Bites and mere Quixotifm. 

In Savoy, they would oblige the Duke to renounce 
Sicily ; would count all fin by the War unlawful, and 
the moment he got Pofleflion of M:ffina, urge him by 
al] mcars to demolith ir. 

In Saitzerland, pe would quite overthrow the Mili- 
tary Scheme, and inftead of making that People only 
Seconds ina Foreign War, engage them all to be Prin- 
cipals: And whenever they Fought for others, they 
fhould be fure to Pay themfelves. 

In Genoa, they would put the finifhing Stroke to the 
Confiitution, and moft certainly keep the Senate under,
